• five bodies hod bten carried to the 


surface, two miners were in a Linton 
. hospital, one burned critically and 25 
others lay in the depths of the mine, 
hope for their survival abandoned by 
rescue workers. Mine oficials 
said 


that poisonous black damp which fol- 
lowed the blast filled the mine and 
the men would be found dead. 


The explosion generally was at- 


tributed to ignition of GOO pounds of 
blasting powder which was 
carried 


into the mine for the shot firors. Lat- 
er however, reports were current that 
•the blast was caused by gas. Debris 
filled the entries, hampering rescue 
work as well as investigation of the 
cause. 


Narrow Escape for Many 


Had the explosion occurred 10 min- 


utes earlier, most of the 115 men on 
the day force at tho mine might have 
been trapped. 


Highways near the mine were block- 


ed with automobiles Wednesday night 
for a distance of two miles. At the 
mine mor'-!- u" idreds of persons were 
milling u'uuui, including many wives 
and children of miners. The women 
grew hysterical and were restrained 
with difficulty.

warned that they were risking their 
lives in entering the mine. It was 
hoped to bring all of the bodies out

1 called to the gang to follow 
me. I went as far as I could and then 
everything went black and I don't re- 
member any more until

wer leading me into the fresh air. 


"All 
I know yet is that Earl Bed- 


well was brought out. I guess we 
were farther off to the head of the 
entry, the tenth svcst. Otherwise we 
would not have been able to Ret out 
and none of the others could have, 
cither. 


"I didn't see any flash or any fire. 


The damp must have fanned to us 
and put ua out instantly. That is 
what I am afraid now has happened 
to the other boys."

The Cow, The Sow and the Hen 


itllTH the lessons of the drouth of last summer now brought 
W 'home fully in Arkansas, there has not occurred a better 
chance in a generation than now for the state extension de- 
partment to begin an intensive campaign to have a cow, a sow 
and a pen of fowls on every farm. 


The farmer who produces most of his own food for fam- 


ily and stock is the independent farmer. The one crop farm- 
er, whether of cotton, tobacco, or any other crop, is always 
t|ie farmer in debt. 


Arkansas has splendid advantages in climate, soil, and 


labor resources, over any state of further latitude north, for 
the production of food crops for the cow. While it would not 
be practical for the state to immediately become a great dairy- 
ing;State, as from every standpoint it should be, still a be- 
ginning should be made and the time for that beginning is 
right now. 
At least every farm should have the family cow. There 


i» no animal in the world which can produce so much food fit 
for human consumption at so cheap a cost as a good cow, 
property fed and handled. Milk is a complete food containing 
alftt>e elements necessary to support human life in itself. 


With forage grown on the farm a couple of good cows 


wi|l provide plenty of milk for growing children, butter for 
the table, butter milk for the adult, and a surplus which 
can always be sold for cash any day in the year. 


The sow and poultry are a most desired supplement to 


the cow on any farm home. The hog, eating most anything, 
produces wholesome meat at the cheapest possible cost. Poul- 
try flocks can be maintained cheaply and provide eggs and 
meat for the fami.ly table, besides a surplus which brings 
cash any day in a town market. 


While the details of the $45,000,000 appropriate by Con- 


gress for seed, feed and fertilizer loans in the drouth areas 
are not yet known, it is expected that the law will be con- 
strued liberally. The State Extension Department should 
bring pressure to bear that part of the loans be used for the 
purehfse of cows, sows and fowls. Then it should spread 
the doctrine of living at home.
